4thly, Whereas there is a Scotch Eft-Indis Company Eſta- 
bliſhed, Cuſtom free, and the Scotch Pedlars (being 'twice the 
Number of the En gliſh ) who will have their Goods free as afore- 
ſaid, will unavoidably Ruine our Trade, it not timely pre- 
vented by this AQ. 

For prevention of which it is orayed, That in the Proviſo 
for the ManufaQurer in the ſaid Bill, that after thoſe words, 
Any other Perſon or Perſons, may be incerted, uſually imployed in 
—_ the ſaid Wares. 

And foraſmuch as this Bill is more eafie then any heretofore, 
and doth give the faid Hawker fo large a Liberty, viz. Thar 
he may Travel and Sell as formerly ( EXCEPt Juſt under the Shop- 
keepers view: ) Alſo may take a Shop in Market Towns, and 
may alſo Sel] in Marts, Fairs, and Markets. Further, that it 
may be of eminent uſe, early to prevent the chreatning Inva- 
fion of our Trade from our Rival Neighbours. lt's therefore 
prayed, the ſaid Bill may favourably be Received, and timely
